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“T thought he was speaking directly to 
me,” said Tom Martinez, recalling the 

moment he saw David Duke on late 
night TV as he was leaving for his 

nightshift at Dunkin Donuts. 

Former white supremacist Tom Martinez 
spoke at UNO on Tuesday about the before, 
during and after of his life in hate groups. He 
has written an 

autobiography called: Brotherhood of 
Murder which has been made into a 

Showtime Original Movie. 

Philadelphia in the 1950s and 60s 
took a downward tum. His Irish Catholic 
neighborhood previously was not rich or poor. 
Manufacturing provided jobs. With union 
backed wages everyone was doing okay. 

Then the job market in Philadelphia went 
south, Not to Mexico, but to the southern U.S. 
Martinez says it was “to break unions.” 

It was a tense time of change for 
everyone. 

Mandatory bussing was bringing 
people together who would have never met 
otherwise. 

“My parents would not fie about our 
address,” says Martinez. This was one of 
several tactics some parents used to keep their 
children from going to school with African- 
Americans. 

“They called us honkeys, and we called 
them niggers.” 

“My best friend got stabbed to death by 
a black gang member. Eleven gang members 
were staring at me and threatened me. I asked

He was about to serve a year in 
California’s state prison system for assaulting 
an Iranian couple and their infant son with 
other members of the group. According, to 
a July 26, 1989 report from the Los Angeles 
Times, Zaal was the only one of four 
assailants accused of striking Farzaneh Sadri 
while she and her husband left a LaVerne, 
Calif. supermarket. The attack left Sadri, her 
husband and an African American passer-by 
who tried to defend them injured. 

Zaal felt invincible because of his 
meteoric rise in white Aryan resistance 
(WAR). The group was headed by Tom 
Metzger and built upon a platform of racial 
separatism and “white pride.” Zaal said that 
Metzger was “like a father-figure” to him. 
Saying that he had recruited himself for the 
movement, Zaal felt like his first meeting 
with Metzger in Metzger’s home was “like a 
homecoming” for him. 

Like many leaders in the white pride 
movement, Metzger ingratiated himself to 
Zaal, telling him that he had “leadership 
qualities.” Soon Zaal was one of Metzger’s 
tup men, recruiting other young, angry or 
lonely whites in southern California. 

That is not why Zaal was in Omaha on 
a pleasant Thursday evening. In light of the 
recent discovery of National Alliance activity, 
Zaal was hereto talk about what communities 
can do to help kids avoid making the same 
decisions that he made. National Alliance is 
an influential white supremacist group that 
has vandalized a bathroom in the Durham 
Science Center, placing racist stickers in a 
men’s restroom,

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assistance of a cane that he 
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hooked over the podium’s 
edge before he began 
speaking. 

“It's in our nature to 
be prejudiced,” Zaal said, 
pushing his words through 
a mouth that was missing 
teeth. The teeth, Zaal later 
pointed out, were lost during 
his days brawling in the 
southern California scene. 

“Lots of people have 
a good reason for joining 
racist groups. They’re angry. 
There are problems with 
immigration,” he said. 

He spoke of a 
neighborhood boy _ that 
he had groomed to be the 
perfect racist. He called the 
boy “a throw away kid” and 
noted that nobody else made 
an effort to reach out to him. 
That boy is now serving time 
ina California prison because 
of his activity in the white 


supremacist movement. 

Zaal pointed to this 
instance and said that 
children like this “throw 
away kid” were looking for 
someone to guide them. No 
one but Zaal tried to reach 
him. 

Zaal stressed the 
importance of reaching out 
to these children before 
negative groups. He also 
said that it was critical to 
not give up on those people 
who are part of the white 
supremacist movement. 

“Haters are people, too,” 
he said speaking without a 
microphone, but clearly and 
loudly enough to be heard 
throughout the room. He 
was even heard in the last 
row where three young, 
clean-cut, All-American kids 
sat: one in a red National 
Alliance t-shirt.

He lied his way out of 
jail, saying that he received 
the fake money as change. 

He was supposed to be 
cutting the counterfeit bills, 
which had arrived as sheets, 
not spending it. 

His enthusiasm for hate 
had been waning, and during 
his arrest, he learned about 
some of the more violent 
actions of “The Order’. Of 


all the interconnected hate 


groups he was involved with, 
“The Order’ was one of the 
most violent. 

Turned off by — the 
he became an 
informant for the FBI. After 


that, instead of entering the 


_ Witness Protection Program, 


he started talking to students 


- about hate.

with speed-rock songs such 
as “Fire Up the Ovens” 

Not only are these big 
recruitment tools for hate 
groups. They are big money 
makers. 

What do they do with 
the money beside buy 
billboard space? In 1985, 
two military personnel were 
caught stealing surface-to- 
air missiles. They were paid 
thousands for these missiles. 
One million dollars can kill a 
lot of people. 

One tactic is for attractive 
young people to approach 
potential recruits at concerts 
and parties. They are invited 
to go to other events, some 
of which turn out to be hate 
rallies, Martinez said. 

Besides hate groups, he 
also speaks out against causes 
of poverty and 

hopelessness. He knows 
from experience that poverty 
is one of hate’s best recruiters. 

This story tured out all 
right for Martinez, who got 
out in his late 20s, 

He and his father made 
up. He and Susan have been 
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Gilliland 
discussed - placing 
student lounges in 
Durham Science 
Center and adding 
benches in a couple 
of hallways. 

“Something has 
to be done. Students 
are sitting on floors,” 
Gilliland said. 

The resolution 
also proposed 
handicapped seating 
areas in Caniglia 
Field.

Gilliland also pointed 
out that there are no 
automatic doors to 
get to the elevators to 
get to the press boxes.

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Mavericks sweep, split weekend 
softball doubleheaders at home

The UNO softball team hosted two 
conferencedoubleheadersagainst Minnesota- 
Duluth on Friday and St. Cloud State on 
Saturday. The Mavericks were 3-1 on the 
weekend, sweeping UMD and splitting 
with St. Cloud State, despite missing three 
starters. Shilo Jorgensen was unable to play 
due to illness while Nicole Vos and Lauren 
McArthur were both out with leg injuries. 

In Friday's match up the Mavs swept 
the Bulldogs 5-4 and 4-1. The Mavs were 
forced to come from behind in game one 
when UMD jumped to a two-run lead in 
the second inning. UNO answered in the 
third bringing in three runs to take the lead. 
The Mavs tacked on two more in the fifth 
for insurance, then held off the Bulldogs’ 
comeback attempt in the seventh for the 5-4 
win, 

In the late game the Bulldogs took an 
early lead off of a Dana Groom RBI double in 
the first. The lead held until the bottom of the 
second when Mandi Daigh brought a run in 
on a sacrifice fly, then UMD pitcher Brittany 
Hansen walked a run in to give UNO the 
lead. The Mavs posted two more runs in the 
fourth to seal the deal. UNO had six hits on 
the game, but was given seven free runners 
by Bulldog pitchers. 

In Saturday’s twin bill the Mavs split 
the day against St. Cloud State. In game one, 
UNO took a one run lead in the bottom of 
the first. The Huskies answered with three 


runs in the second. SCSU put up another — 


run in the fifth and two in the top of the 
sixth to build a 6-1 lead. In the bottom of the 
sixth, UNO started a rally highlighted by 
Kelsey Warning’s three run shot over the left 
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field fence. The Huskies shut the comeback 
attempt down and held on for a 64 win. 

“If we open the door with an error or 
anything, the other teams seem to capitalize 
so well,” Head Coach Jeanne Tostenson said. 
“Tt seems like we haven’t been able to do that. 
We don’t have our best at bats with runners 
in scoring position. We're trying to get a little 
more confidence in those situations. You 
still just look for a good pitch and drive the 
ball.” 

In game two, UNO once again had to 


come from behind for the win. The Huskies | 
opened the game witha three-run first inning | 


witha RBI single and a two-run homer. UNO 
answered in the bottom of the first when 
Warning scored on a wild pitch. The next 
three innings were a defensive stalemate as 
both teams put runners on the bags but failed 
to score. The UNO offense stepped up in the 
bottom of the fifth to make the comeback.
